The new tariff bill having reached 
co mpletio n thro ugh agreement o f the 
ho use and senate co nferee*, it is well 
eno ugh to co nsider briefly its impo rt­ 
ant pro visio ns, especially tho se relat­ 
ing to sugar, abo ut which -*o many 
false and vicio us statements have been 
made by the demo cratic press. 
The bill gives to the farmers the pro ­ 
tectio n o n wo o l and o ther farm pro ­ 
ducts which they had asked, the ho use 
rates o n first and seco nd class wo o ls be­ 
ing resto red, am! a highly satisfacto ry 
rate to the wo o l sectio ns o f the mo un­ 
tain states being ado pted. 
No w as to the sugar schedule. 
It 
was generally co nceded when the bill 
passed the ho use th a t it was no t in any 
way advantageo us to the trust, but 
th at o n the co ntrary it to o k away fro m 
the* trust the ad vantage which it had 
j under the Wilso n law. 
Stripped o f 
‘ technicalities, the co ld farts are that 
as the hill left the ho use the rates i n 
refined , ugar w e r e 124 cents per hun­ 
dred po unds g re ater than the rates o n 
j raw sugar. 
Of co urse the rates o n dif- 
I ferent grades o f raw sugar are differ­ 
e n t , but taking the number o f po unds 
o f any grade which were required to 
make a 
hundred po unds o f refined 
sugar it was fo und th a t the rates were 
o n an average o f 12) cents per hundred 
po unds less titan tho se o n refined sugar. 
This means th a t the sugar refiners o f 
the co untry, whether in the trust o r 
o ut o f it, were allo wed a difference o f 
12< cents per hundred po unds, o r 4, o f a 
cent a po und, difference between raw 
sugar when impo rted and refined sugar 
when impo rted, thus giving them an, 
o ppo rtunity to impo rt raw sugar at i 
o f a cent a po und less than the rates 
fit which refined sugar can be impo rted. 
It is generally co nceded th a t the co st 
o f refining sugar is no t less than abo ut 
I o f a cent a po und, so th at the rates 
really given to the sugar refiners are 
simply the bare difference between re­ 
fined and unrefined 
sugars, o r the co st 
o f refining. 
It 
is well kno wn th a t the rates 
ado pted by the senate! were mo re ad­ 
vantageo us to the sugar refiners, but it 
is a fact th a t the rates agreed upo n by 
the co nferees made precisely the same 
difference between raw and refined su­ 
gars th at the ho use bill mad** when it 
was passed by th a t bo dy. 
T he co nfer­ 
ence repo rt did increase the rates o n 
refint-d sugar slightly, but it also in­ 
creased the rate* o n raw sugar, thus 
making the difference in the rate o f 
duty between raw aud refined, o r the 
‘‘dillerentml,' 
us it is called, precisely 
what the ho use bill made it o riginally 
— 12) cents per hundred po unds, o r i o f 
a cent a po und.

make in tariff rates in o rder to pro tect 
the Sugar pro ducers o f the United 
States and bring a revenue to the go v­ 
ernment'.-' 
But, the o bjecto r will say, everybo dy 
familiar with this subject knew that 
the sugar trust had all this sugar In 
sto ck and since this fact was wellkuo wn 
this do e» no t acco unt fo r the suddt n 
rise in sugar-trust sto ck which fo llo w­ 
ed the anno uncement o f the agreement 
o f the co nference co mmittee. 
This is 
true: but the explanatio n o f the sudden 
advance, w ieh was caused by the pro ­ 
fit thus assured to the sugar trust 
thro ugh the eno rmo us sto ck o n hand, 
►,ound in t h ^ f a a t j ^ t Secretary 


o f o ne cent per po und o n all unrefined 
sugar in the United States when the 
new tariff law sho uld go into effect, 
the o bject being to co mpel the trunt to 
pay the go vernment a tax o f o ne cent 
per po und o n all this 1,500,000.000 lbs. 
o f sugar which it had accumulated 
waiting fo r the advance which it co uld 
make by the new tariff. 
Had Secre­ 
tary G age’s reco mmendatio n been a c ­ 
cepted by the co nferees and by co n­ 
gress, it wo uld have co mpelled the 
trust to pay in internal revenue taxes 
pro bably fifteen millio n do llars upo n 
the sugar which it had piled up in its 
wareho uses. 
The co nferees and co ngress, 
ho w­ 
ever, did no t ado pt Secretary Gage's 
reco mmendatio n fo r 
reaso ns 
which 
they lo o ked upo n as entirely sufficient, 
and the mo ment this 
fact became 
kno wn, first, th a t the sugar trust wo uld 
make this large pro fit by ro a"On o f the 
increased duty o n sugar, and, seco nd, 
th a t it wo uld no t be co mpelled to pay 
o ut any o f th a t pro fit in the pro po sed 
internal revenue tax upo n its sugar in 
sto ck, tho se who calculated the pro fits 
which it wo uld make during the co m­ 
ing year o n this eno rmo us mass o f su­ 
gar which it ho ld* saw readily th at the 
pro fits wo uld be great and the divi­ 
dends large. 
T he result was the advance in sugar- 
trust sto ck abo ut which there was so 
much talk and denunciatio n. 
This ad­ 
vance was no t due to any permanent 
advantage which the new tariff bill 
gives the trust o ver the o ld law, 
but, 
o n the co ntrary, the difference between 
raw and refined sugars under the new 
bill is, as already indicated, 12) cents 
fu r hundred, while under the Wilso n 
law it, is 22* cents per hundred po unds, 
thus making it apparent at o nce that 
the permanent “ differential'’ o r differ­ 
ence in tariff rates which the sugar re­ 
finers get under the no w law is far le.ss 
than th a t under the Wilso n law, while 
this lo ss to the trust ¡"Offset by the 
mo re tempo rary advantage in the ad­ 
vance in prices which it is abb- to 
make upo n the eno rmo us accumulatio n 
o f sugar which it has o n hand.
